Notre Dame college founder dies 


REGINA (CP) - Msgt^ 
Athol “Pere" Murray, 83, co- 
l«*ful founder and {M^sident of 
Nobe Dame College at^il- 
cox, Sask., died early Monday 
in hospital here. 

Pere Murray was bom in 
Toronto in 1892. He attended 
Loyola College and St. Mi¬ 
chael’s in Toronto, then en¬ 
tered Osgoode Hall to study 
law. He also worked for a 
Toronto newspaper. 

Influenced by the writings, 
of St. Augustine, Pere Murray 
left his law training and en¬ 
tered a seminary, being or¬ 
dained in 1918. In 1923 he 
. came to Regina to act as 
chancellor for Archbishop 0. 
E. Mathieu. 

An avid sports fan and a 
believer that a strong body 
supports a strong mind, Pere 
Murray organized a boys club 
called the Regina Argos. 
Members came from all 
faiths. 

In 1927 Pere Murray moved 
to Wilcox, about 25 mhes 
suutl) of Regina, to take up 
duties as the piyrish priest at 
St. Augustine’s Church. 'The 
sarfie year, he set up Notre 
Dame Boys’ School to provide 
education for young people 
who couldn’t otherwise afford 
it. 

Notre Dame gained the rep¬ 
utation as a “school of herd 
knocks”, and the “miracle 
school of Saskatchewan.” Stu¬ 
dents were supported by do-* 
nations and by the determina¬ 
tion of Pere Murray. They 
slept in old granaries and 
often awoke on winter morn¬ 
ings to find a fresh snowbank 
beside their bunks. 

Notre Dame quickly gained 
an international reputation 
fcH* its leaders wd its athletic 
tetnis. Pere Murray’s activi¬ 
ties brought him in contact 
with famous people and 
earned him many awards. 

Last summer he had an au¬ 
dience with Pope Paul VI in 
Rome and talked with King 
Feisal of Saudi Arabia just 10 
days before the king was as¬ 
sassinated. 'The talks were 
part of Pere Murray’s plan to 
bring peace to Jerusalem by 
getting the warring religions 
to agree to a commission of 
three faiths to maintain peace 
in the city. 

In 1972, Pere Murray was 
elected to the Canadian Sports 
Hall of Fame. 

On Nov. 1 hi Regina some 
900 friends and former gradu¬ 


ates gathered to pay tribute 
to Pere Murray. At that time 
Mayor Henry Baker an¬ 


nounced that a park in 
southwest Regina would be 
named in honor of the priest. 


Spokesmen for cdl parties in 
the Saskatchewan legislature 
paid tribute to Msgr. Murray. 


Banker beaten to death

One suspect was captured 
at the bank about 2 p.m., and 
a second suspect was cap¬ 
tured at his grandmother’s 
home in Greensboro, eight 
miles k\vay, about two miles 
later. Their identities were 
not released. 

At least two bandits ap¬ 
parently went to Flynt’s home 
about lunchtime and held him 


hostage, sources said. One of 
the men went to the bank with 
Flynt’s wallet and demanded 
$60,000 for his release.

Oil slick overflows 
from storage tank

More than 20 men were re¬ 
ported working through the 
night to mop up oil spilled 
into Sa^Miich Inlet from the 
Bamberton cement works. 

A prbvinclaj emergency of¬ 
ficial said the mopnip men 
were using baralw rakes, 
perforated buckets and a spe¬ 
cial mop-like substance called 
Oil Snare to slurp up the 
thick, black, tarry oil. 

He said the bunker oil, 
which drained into the sea 
from an overflowing storage 
tank at the Ocean Cement 
Ltd. plant early Monday 
morning’ was ringed by two 
booms. 


The outer boom was there 
purely as a “safety mea¬ 
sure,” he said and only a 
“very fine sheen of oil” could 
be seen escaping from ^ 
inner boom stretched for 
some 350 feet at between 10 
and 40 feet from the shore. 

The official, Doug Rodway, 
of P.p.P. (the Provincial 
Emergency Program) said he 
was not in a position to com¬ 
ment on whether the oil spill 
posed any danger to fish and 
wildlife. 

But he noted a federal fish¬ 
eries official from Nanaimo 
bad come to investigate Mon¬ 
day. 

A valve failure while oil 
was being transferred from 


the plaint’s main storage tank 
to a day storage tank was 
responsible for the overflow 
which lasted for about an 
hour. 

Rodway said the company 
was doing everything it could 
to mop up the spill. 

A couple of large boats an4 
a handful of smaller boats 
were being used. 

He said some of the men 
were hired 'especially from 
Canada Manpower for the job. 

The bunker oil which when 
heated flows easily, turns to 
thick tar on contact with the 
cool water. 

“It’s just like putting a can 
of syrup in your refriger¬ 
ator," Rodway said. . * 


OTTAWA iCP) Primes 
Minister Trudeau said Mon¬ 
day that retiring U.S. Ambas¬ 
sador William Porter went 
“well beyond the boynds with¬ 
in which an ambassador 
should stay” if he was quoted 
accurately in weekend com¬ 
ments to joui-ndlists about Ca¬ 
nadian politics. 

Porter, leaving Canada for 
a new post in Saudi Arabia, 
told a selected group of jour¬ 
nalists Saturday that Canadi¬ 
an political decisions are 
creating resentment in the 
American Congress and 
media. 

Trudeau told applauding 
members of the House of 
Commons that recent talks 
with President Ford and U.S. 
State Secretary Henry Kis¬ 
singer had indicated to him 
that the XJ.S. considered Cana¬ 
da its greatest friend interna¬ 
tionally. 

Porter’s remarks were a 
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complete suprise. ’Trudeau 
said. 

“I’m surprised as e.xperi- 
enced a diplomat as Mr. 
Porter would not find other 
kinds of channels to express 
hie views if he thinks they aiip 
right.” 

Porter tnade the remarks to 
tile speclally-tnvited journal¬ 
ists during a farewell party 
and then told the reporters 
they were on the record and 
could be reported. 

The ambassador cited re¬ 
strictions on U.S. investment 
in Canada, the proposed na¬ 
tionalization of part of the 
Saskatchewan potash industry 
by that jMnovince and higher 
prices for oil and gas export¬ 
ed to the United States as 
among irritants between the 
two countries. 

’Tnjdeau said he had not 
seen a text of Porter’s re¬ 
marks. 

“It is possible Mr. Porter 
himself may want to deny the 
reports.” 

Porter’s remarks do not re¬ 
flect in any way reports froin 
Ford, Kissinger or J. H. War¬ 
ren, Canadian ambassador to 
Washington,'he said. 

Trudeau said there had 
always 1[>een problems arising 
between the two countries but 
they were usually resolved. 

David MacDonald (PC—Eg- 
mont) asked if the govern¬ 
ment was going to have any¬ 
one appear before a congres¬ 
sional subcommittee in Wash¬ 
ington which is meeting , today 
and Wednesday to study the 
Foreign Investment Review 
Act. The act is aimed at 
screening foreign investment 
and company t^eovers In the 
country. ' 

Trudeau said he would give 
some attention to the hearings 
but added it would not be 
proper for members of the 
Canadian public service to ap¬ 
pear as “v^itnesses before le¬ 
gislative bodies of other coun¬ 
tries. 

"We are not a colony of the 
U.S.,” Trudeau said to ap¬ 
plause from government MPs. 

He observed that the Ameri¬ 
cans could find out about (Ca¬ 


nadian policy through the em¬ 
bassy in Washington. 

Porter was also reported 
saying that the defeat last 
Thursday of the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party government in 
British Otiumlria would be 
helpful to (Canada-U.S. rela¬ 
tions. 

He said there should be a 
meeting soon between Tru¬ 
deau and Ford to deal with ir¬ 
ritants. 

Trudeau ruled out use of 
gunboat - style fiplomacy in 
response to Porter’s remarks 
on grounds it would constitute 
an “overkill.” 

Opposition member Gordon 
Fairweather said “I am anx¬ 
ious we don’t send any gun¬ 
boats as a result of Ambas¬ 
sador Porter’s frankness;” 

Fairweather made his com¬ 
ment in apparent reference to 
U.S. toreign policy in the. 
past, referred to as “gunboat 
diplomacy,^ that was particu¬ 
larly of a tough nature. 

“I can assure the honorable 
member gunboats will not be 
called for,” Trudeau replied.

For immigrant family, bleak Yule looms 


Canada has always been a 
popular new home fca: im¬ 
migrants but the paradise ad¬ 
vertised in the brochures 
sometimes dissolves in the 
hard realities of making a 
new life in a strange and 
often hostile land. 

That's the way It worked 
for Joe Kamienski and his 
family of five, who came to 
Victoria last summer from 
Austria. 

The name of the family has 
been changed (at their re¬ 
quest) to spare them embar¬ 
rassment, but their story has 
been told a thousand times by 
new immigrants. 

Life had always been hard 
for Joe. 

Austria was not his real 


home, but during the terror 
we now 'call the Sebond World 
War, he and hit parents were 
forced out of Poland by the 
Nazis and sent to a slave 
labor camp in Austria. 

When the war ended, Joe 
went to work as a machinist 
in a factoi^ whe^ he met the 
woman he wbul^ater marry. 

They had a spartan but 
happy life together, raising 
four children (three girls and 
one boy) and even building 
their meagre savings to the 
point where they bought a 
small house. 

But about two years ago, 
another disaster hit the Ka- 
mienskis. 

Joe was laid off from the 
machine shop and there

wasn’t much full-time work 
available for a 55-year-old 
man. 

His wife, who had worked 
about 55 hours a week in a 
small sweatshop toktile mill, 
had become ill from the dyes 
^cre she worked and she 
was foived to quit, leaving 
family finances in a sham¬ 
bles. 

Last' summer, after selling 
their house, they left for Mon¬ 
treal, but language difficulties 


there and the promises of the 
"lotus land west of the Rock¬ 
ies,” led the family to Vic¬ 
toria. 

They have been looking for 
work since August without 
success and the money from 
the sale of their house is all 
gone. 

The Christmas this family 
faces is worse than bleak — 
part-time jobs and some so¬ 
cial assistance mean the Ka- 
mienskis won’t starve but 
their Christmas feast will con¬ 
sist of potatoes and canned 
meat, if there’s any left. 

In a recent interview. Joe 
said Ch^stmas isn't impor¬ 
tant for himself and his wife, 
but for their two young chil¬ 
dren (aged eight and ID the 


holiday season “should be 
something.” 

Every year, the Ctolonlst 500 
Fund helps people like Joe 
and his two daughters. — 
making their first Canadian 
Christmas at least slightly 
happy depends on donors to 
the fund.

guides themselves. 

Johnstone said the mat¬ 
ter of prices charged by gov^ 
emment agencies and crown 
corporations is less clear. 
Whether the provincial gov¬ 
ernment or the anti-inflation 
botfrd enforced the guides on 
those corporations would be a 
matter for negotiation in 
drawing up ^ federal-provin¬ 
cial agreement, he said, ad¬ 
ding that the agreements may 
vary from province to prov¬ 
ince. 

The federal guides general¬ 


ly limit price increases to the 
amount needed to cover addi¬ 
tional operating costs. 

Under the B.C. New Demo¬ 
cratic Party government— 
which was defeated last week 
— ICBC had been <^ratlng 
at a deficit and was ibeing 
subsidized from general reve¬ 
nue. KUBC had been planning 
rate increases but had held 
off pending policy changes by 
the newly elected Social Cred- . 
it government. 

Finance Minister Donald 
Macdonald said after a fe¬ 
deral - provincial conference 
last month that the issue of 
subsidized operations was dis¬ 
cussed. It was generally 
agreed that such government 
agencies should not increase 
prices to reduce the subsidy 
from general provincial reve¬ 
nues. ■ 

Premier-elect William Ben¬ 
nett lias said he would make 
ICBC pay its own way, which 
likely would involve substar*- 
tial increases in auto insuran¬ 
ce rates. 

Johnstone said the ques- 
ti<Mi of whether ICBC is al¬ 
lowed to increase rates in 
order to reduce or eliminate 
the government subsidy will 
depend on the details of an 
agreement to be worked out 
between Ottawa and the new 
provincial governmraL

Levi may retain

A second purloined brief¬ 
case came to the fore Monday 
afternoon — this time the 
property of Alfred Num- 
weiler, minister without port¬ 
folio. 

Some of the documents out 
of the briefcase were returned 
the Saturday before the pro¬ 
vincial election by the Fort 
George Social Credit can¬ 
didate Howard Lloyd, Nun- 
weiler said. 

He said his oar had been 
broken into over Thanksgiv¬ 
ing and his briefcase taken. 

He reported the theft to the 


RCMP who have been inves¬ 
tigating. 

Many of the documents in 
the briefcase were confiden¬ 
tial, and although some had 
shown up, many were still 
missing. 

The missing documents in¬ 
cluded information on coal 
devebpment and on a north¬ 
ern railway. 

Nunv^jjer said that on Dec. 
6 he was asked by the RCMP 
to identify some papers which 
had been turned in to them by 
Lloyd. 

Lloyd had told the RCMP 
that the papers were dropped 
off on his desk by a Social 


Credit party member, and he 
had immediately turned them 
over to the police. 

The investigation is continu¬ 
ing, said Nunweiler, who 
added that he did not want to 
draw conclusions because he 
was not in a position to do sO' 

However, he did think it 
strange that the documents 
were turned in to the Socreds. 

The case recalled the 
famous pre-election issue of a 
briefcase which contained a 
telex from the federal govern¬ 
ment, which enabled Socred 
leader William Bennett to 
beat Premier Barrett to the 
punch with an announcement 
on transportation in northern 
B.C.

assistance of mechanized 
farming. 'These high-yielding 
monocropping technologies 
also need a lot of fertUlzera 
and plenty of controlled water 
supplies. This meana that the 
green revolution prefers capi¬ 
tal to labor. 

No doubt many poor farm¬ 
ers used the new technologies 
effectively and for their prof¬ 
it. But as a rule the green 
revolution made the wealthy 
land owner more wealthy at 
the expense of the poor. 

Besides, the crops of the 
green revolution are gene¬ 
tically vulnerable to insects 
and disease micxtxirganisms. 
Their untested one-commodity 
crop farming threatens the 
traditional but biologically 
sound inter-cixpping practloes 
of the small farmer. 

'Ihe green revolution is an¬ 
other example in the efforts 
of the West to make the big 
land owner the main food pro¬ 
vider of the undeiMieveloped 
countries. 

But the green revolutian ef¬ 
fort has cleaity failed; it 
failed primarily because it 
sought to fuel an agricultural 
development strategy that 
was largely inappropriate to 
the needs of the small tropical 
farmer. 

Some members of the West¬ 
ern elite like to talk about the 
rural poor and the global food 
problem. But so far they have 
not managed to transcend 
their theoreticel and often hu¬ 
manitarian speculations into 
concrete action. 


Multinational corporation 
executives attend finance con¬ 
ferences to justify their ’’so¬ 
cial reqxxisibillty.” And yet 
they are not'even willing to 
encourage, much less support, 
research to explore ways to 
help the poor farmer break 
the vicious chains of poverty. 

But while the rich-country 
elites can afford to maintain 
their ’’neutrality” to the bru¬ 
tal realities of backwardness, 
the poor-country elites must 
be aware that undeiMievelop' 
ment is slowly eroding the 
ecological aa well aa the 
human environment of tiieir 
own countries. 

It is pointiest to hold tena¬ 
ciously to a! largely under¬ 
mined colcmial legacy of keep¬ 
ing the majority of the popu¬ 
lation in a state of perpetual 
poverty and malnutrition. If 
not human kindness, at least 
teduiology and energy have 
made slavery obsolete. 


It is reasonable, then, to as¬ 
sume that enough citizois of 
the poor countries will have 
the courage to face the fun¬ 
damental fact that the small 
farmers, constituting as they 
do the most productive sector 
of theirjipcieties, deserve not 
contempt buTmoee land, tech¬ 
nical assistance and credit. 

In short, the small farmers 
deserve to be brought into the 
realms of political power and 
technology. 

Land i - e tor m Is synonymous 
with social and ecoooanio Jus¬ 


tice. It also contributes to 
higher productivity. It must 
then become a critical priori¬ 
ty for the underdeveloped 
countries. 

The rich countries can: 

(1) Develop ai^ropriats 
food-cn^ technologies for the 
tropical envlronmeiit. 

(2) See that their technical 
assistance does reach the 
small peasant farmer, v 

(3) Use their technologies 
and power to insist that the 
countries direct their develop¬ 
ment go^s to benefit their 
rural majorities. 

A new green revolution is 
needed to combine tech¬ 
nological Innovation with pro¬ 
found and sustained social 
change.

It was at a press conference that 
millionaire Louis Luyt’s offer for a 
controlling interest in South Africa’s 
most forthright Engish language press 
group, South African Associated News¬ 
papers, was seen for what it was: a 
threat disasitrous to the cause of press 
freedom, diversity of pinion and free 
exchange of views in this qourttry. 

Luyt — he once said of Prime Min¬ 
ister John Vorster's National Party: "I 
am a Nationalist and proud of It” — hdd 
offeiied R4.50 a share to SAAN’s major 
shareholders, the Abe Bailey family 
interests who own 42 per cent of the 
group. 

The offer was a good one. Squeezed 
by rising costs, the company this year is 
likely to make CMily a marginal profit — 
and could even register a small loss. 
Before news of the trffer, SAAN shares 
were trading on die Johannesburg Stock 
Exchangte' at R1.90^; and this was an 
inflated price. 

In support of his offer, Luyt (his 
name rhymes with “late” edition) 
sought assistance from two conservative 
publishing magnates abroad, Germany’s 
Axel Springer and John McGoff of the 
United States. Thte Springer group is 
probably the largest newspaper empire 
“group in the world with an annual turn¬ 
over of R300-million and Springer is a 
friend of South Africa’s state president, 
and former finance minister, Nico Die- 
derichs. 

Mc<3off, a self-made man, is a close 
friend pf Minister (rf Information Connie 
Mulder, wo is a possible future premier. 
McGoff controls an empire of 50-^d pub¬ 
lications and has .bebn bitterly criticised 
• m the U.S. for forcing them to 
publish signed editorials expressing his 
own cQnservati\e views. 

In an intervievy he confirmed his in¬ 
terest in SAAN and s£tid it was “basically 
financial, but I also have a politicaf inteiv 
est.” »The holdings of Springer and 
McGoff, said^Lujd, would together not 
exdeed 25 per cent, although he was not 
certain of the Springer commitment. 

★ ★ ★ 

Luyt has the makings of some kind of 
folk hero. He is a self-made man who 
has clawed his way %> the top in big 
business after starting life as a 60 cents 
a day clei*k on thte railways. He is a 
man’s man. A swaAhbircklmf, wheeling¬ 
dealing millionidre quite unruffifed by 
having his name link^ with South Afri¬ 
ca’s current Miss World and quite pre¬ 
pared tq» give Elizabeth Taylor the brush- 
off as he did only thrfete weeks ago. 

Luyt claimed he was acting in ‘his 


personal capacity, so dissociating the 
board of 1 m Triomf Fertiliser company 
with its bevy of National Party politic¬ 
ians from his action. Although he said 
repeatedly that has interest was purely fi-^ 
. nancial and that he did not want to inter-' 
ferte with editorial policies, he left no 
doubt that he would do so if he consid¬ 
ered it necessary. 


The Star, the leading paper in the 
Argus Group, the biggest English South 
African newspaper fcrmation, which it¬ 
self owns at least 32 pter cent of SAAN 
shares, said: ‘"rhere are two very good 
reasons why the sharehoIdeTs in SA^ 
should resist Luyt’s offer and why, in our 
\4ew they will certainly do so. 

• “From his own statements he is 
teN'ldantly unable to comprehend the 
moves of South Africa’s English - lan¬ 
guage newspapers and the desirability of 
having independent editors. 

# “His offer has been clothed in 
double talk but it is quite appaitent . i,. 
that ihe offer is at least partly moti^lated. 
Not to pu^ tod fine a point on it, selling 
SAAN to jLuyt will be selling out to the 
Natipnal Party.” 

And the Rand Daily M!ail said if Luyt 
succe^, SAAN’s publicataons. the Sun¬ 
day Times, Cape Tintes, Eastern Prov¬ 
ince Herald, Financial Mail, and the 
Mail itself “will be muted to become 
faint English echoes of the Nationalistr 
run Afrikaans press. In effect this will 
mean that the last ddeam of Afrikaner- 
dom — to control its own English lan- 
^age newspapers — will have been rea¬ 
lized. And a devasting blow will have- 
been dealt to the cause of press and 
public fiteedc' i in South Africa . ..”

The chairman of the Bailey Trust, 
Qive Corder, pointed out that there were 
more than financial considerations in¬ 
volved in the deal. One dad not sell a , 
newspaper group “like a pdfece of furni¬ 
ture or a horse and cart.” So the offer 
was rejected. But the next day Luyt 
raised it. Again the answer was no. Luyt 
conceded defeat and said he had no in- 
teittion of making a further bid. 

Most interesting, though, >^’a8 why 
Luyt made the “financial” offer at a 
tiftie of economic recession and spirall¬ 
ing inflati<in. 'The guess is that,^having 
establish^ a political identity for Afri¬ 
kaners, Luyt’s party now seeks a second¬ 
ary objtective: confbrmity Ipr all vrtiite 
South Africans. Most likely is that the 
government will try to brii^ the English 
language prfess to heel — <Ulte 
newspapers subject to (he censorship le¬ 
gislation.

U.S. firms use foreign jail labor 


A» multinational corpora¬ 
tions come under increasing 
criticism of the'ir global 
operations, one of the more 
frequent charges has been 
that of exporting jobs from 
home counWes to take advcm- 
tage of cheap and plentiful 
labor abroad. 

Recently the Wall St. Jour¬ 
nal said that several U.S.- 
based multinationals were 
using jail inmates in Oolombia 
as a source of strike-proof 
labor, and paying them in 
some cases 45 cents a day. 

★ te ★ 

After a recent rise, the min- 
iipum wage in Cculombia, a 
poor, largely rural natiwi of 
some 21 million, is $1.33 a day 
— more than 14 times lower 
than the mimimum U.S. 
wage. Unemployment In Co¬ 
lombia is put in the 30 per 
cent range, as each year tens 
of thousands flock to the 
urban slums in search of jobs.' 

In recent years jail produc¬ 
tion lines have been operated 
by units of Container Corp. <rf

AJthoIigh prison authorities 
say the practice ift legal, and 
part of "rehabilitation,” it has 
been kept so quiet that, repor¬ 
tedly, the secretary-general of 
Colombia’s leurgest labor fed- 
erati<xi said he had not heard 
about it until recently. 

At pitesent, say Colombian 
prison authorities, about 6,000 
prisoners work at prison fa- 
cQitics doing jobs ranging 
from recycling bottle-caps to 
assembling egg cartons. 

Not only are they paid far 
less than the average unskilled 
worker: they also do not re¬ 
ceive fringe benefits, which 
often amount to TO^r cent to 
100 per cent of the payroll in 
Colombia. Moreover, they 
must turn over up to 30 per 
cent of their pay to prison 
authorities for “administra¬ 
tive expenses.” 


Even more questionable is 
the curious working of the 0> 
lombian systepi of justice. 
The accused generally stays 
in jail i^t 11 tried or urtfil he 
serves the time equal to the 
sentence he would have re¬ 
ceived if .convicted. Bail is 
virtually non - existent, so 
about 75 per cent of the pris- 
(xiers are. in this eategcwy, 
and some have been in jail jjp 
to 10 years without trial, a«-' 
cording to the Wall St. Jour¬ 
nal.

The United t^ations stan¬ 
dard n^inimum rules for treat¬ 
ment of prisoners declare that 
“^ireferably institutional in¬ 
dustries and farms should be 
operated directly by the ad¬ 
ministration and not by pri¬ 
vate contractors.” 

They also state that, if pri¬ 
vate parties ‘do use prison 
labor, “the full normal wages 
for such work shall be paid to 


the administration,”* which 
should then pay the jwisoners 
atcordkig to thair output. 

Colombian director of pris- 
OTis Ramiro Carranza was 
quoted as saying: “We need 
professional businessmen who 
can tell us things about ma- 
chineiy, production and — 
moat important — wganiza- 
tion. Many companies that 
need manual labor can benefit 
from this even if they aren’t 
doing k for the right rea¬ 
sons.” 

Now a non-profit ’ group 
called Action in Colombia 
plans to turn, more of the pris¬ 
on population Into employees 
of nationcQ and multinational 
firms.

to local units of Bank of 
America, Dow Oiemica) Co., 
and IBM. 

Colombian businessmen are 
said to have responded “very 
favorably” to the plan put for¬

' brilliant mathematician ^riuMe works would contribute signif¬ 
icantly to that field and to the brodder fteilds of scence in 
general. 

As a native Indian in this country I-knOw what it means 
when someone comes up to me and asks what I’m trying to 
provfe. I know what it means when our Indian organizations 
in this country are watched carefully by the RCMP and other 
law enParcemenit oiganizaitions. Tlvere is a difference, howev¬ 
er, between being watclted and being imprisoned.

Indians, openly and without hesitation, because I feel that 
there is a great amount ck room for improvement in this 
area. I don’t bellbve any government can be perfect in its 
operations, just as no individual can be perfect in everycxie’s 
eyes,. 

However, some governments seem to bfe lesj-perfect ttian 
others.* I^have watched your country carefully and have come 
av^-ay with one observaition, namsly that the majority of 
those inteltectuals who are heard of from your country 
express an unusual anv>unt of dissatisfabtion. Had only one 
or two done so I could have believed ttiat they were a minori- 
' ty of radicals. However, this does not appear to be the case. 

Don't get me wrong, now. I’m not sajing that our govem- 
menls are perfect. What I am saying is that it really qpgers , 
me that jpu could have misinterpreted the theories of ootn- 
munisin as exipressed by tts founders; I won’t ask to be ex¬ 
cused for my bluntness. What elements of communistic 
theories can you find which justify prison camps and mind- 
drugs for those whom you consider dangterous elements of the 
population; whetiier or not they have committed offences 
against personal or public property? 

I am realist enough to kn^ that all the letters which you 
will receivb concerning the case of Leonid Plyushch will most 
likely be burnt, filed away, or otherwise set aside, no matter 
what your prote^ to the contrary. Pessimist? In your view, 
probably. 

I am so much a pessimist that I think that it will already 
be too late to saVe Leonid’s being-at least partially impaired 


both physically and mentally by your treatments. This will 
only be o.icxfirmed if he appears sometimes in the unspectlied 
future a docUe individual advocating those things ■'^Ich he 
once sp strongly felt against. To be thus punished for honesty 
seems to me to be the way things are heading, a cruel form 
cosmic joke which your government now seems to typify. 

I feel sorry for the way in which yoUr practices are ivln- 
w<fll nev'er be totally adhered to in practice but it certainly 
will never be totally adhered to in practise but it certainly 
could be made a whole lot better than tite way in which your 
state pracjtises it. 

I won’t say too bad for you because ypu deserve the 
dehumanization which is incurred by working within a gov¬ 
ernment organization which is constructed lil<e yours; Ipnly 
feel sorry for those who must live under such a totalitarian 
system with no clxMce given them; they either accept it or 
they are dtealt with in'ypur, oh, so terribly efficient manner. 

More, I will not ask that Leonid be released because I 
know that you will release him when it suits your purposes; 
which may never come. I am also thinking of ^ those otlter 
people who are never mentioned, because they are not con¬ 
spicuous public figures, but are imprisoned in ways similar to 
Deonid Plyushch. 

I don’t hate the way In which you so callously go abdut 
imprisoning those who express a dislike for the system of 
government under which they must live, just as I don’t hate 
your bureaucraiic government' What I do f€tel is pity for 
those take it on themselvM to rule with or without the 
consent of the pectole, using as' one of Iheir prime justifica¬ 
tions tite force which they use in cases like that of Plyushch. 

That you qpuld think ol human dignity, well-being snd life 
with such arrogant contempt scares me as well. Can people 
really fall to such low depths as you seem to have ftOlen? 
Using your government as an exampte, the answer seems to 
be yes. God forbid that this should tecotme more widespread 
than it already is.

contrast to most other coun¬ 
tries, has no forests, no major 
mineral deposits and no natu¬ 
ral resources other than the 
fish which inhabit the cold 
North Atlantic waters off, 
coasts.

MONTREAL (CP) — The 
owner of a popular Old Mon¬ 
treal hotel told the Quebec po¬ 
lice commissitxi inquiry into 
organized crime Monday he 
was unaware of an uiKier- 
world takeover of his business 
earlier this year. 

The takeover, the inquiry 
had earlier been told, resulted 
in the hotel’s barman losing 
one eye and the staff being 
fired or intimidated into leav¬ 
ing their jobs. 

Businessman Leo Ruelland 
told the inquiry the Hotel Iro¬ 
quois, frequented by students, 
is only one of several com¬ 
mercial operations owned by 
him. 

He said he was told by po¬ 
lice last spring the Dubois 
brothers, who commission 
lawyer Jacques Dagenais sai^ 
“control the Montreal under¬ 
world in the southwest and 
centre of the city,” were tak¬ 
ing over his hotel, but did not 
believe this was possibly 

Ruelland said he^’^Eahed a 
meeting with his night and 
day managers, and asked fat 
police help in dealing with the 
matter. 

A city police detective, Hemi 
Marchessault, testified Ru^ 
land had co-operated fully 
with police in their tovestiga- 
tiont which “should result in 
some big cleaning up very 
shortly.” 

A new night manager start¬ 
ed at the hotel last Friday, 
Ruelland said.

second quarter. 

The difference between

. The travel deficit was $136 
million, up irom $118 million 
in the previous quarter, but 
sUll down from the $204 mil¬ 
lion In the first three months 
of the year.

VANCOUVER — Concern 
about the economic aspects of 
the B.C. forest industry was 
expressed in a brief presented 
Monday to the Pearse com¬ 
mission on B.C. forest r^ 
sources by Pacific Log^g 
Cb. Ltd. of Victoria., 

Pacific Logging, a sub¬ 
sidiary of CP Investments 
Ltd., detailed Its <H>erations, 
outlined its forestry practices 
and pointed out some of the 
problems of a company that 
carries out inost ot its work 
on private land. 

Tlie company is one of the 
few private-land forestry 
companies that operate on 
abckit 5 per cent of all the 
B.C. forest areas. The other 
95 per cent.is owned by the 
Crown and is hari^sted under 
various forms of tenure. 

Most of Pacific’s holdings, 
about 300,000 acres, are on 
what remains ot the Esqui- 


of the United States. It is 
overaupplied and undpr- 
priced relative to costs. A . 
total shutdown in coastal 
lumber manufacture for a 
Substantial period of time is 
quite probable, 

“(Tbncomittauitly, ttie log¬ 
ging industry is faced with 
unparalleled cost escalations. 
The increase in material and 
labor costs imd the cost of en¬ 
vironmental constra^ts and 
guidelines are such that the 
product we. sell costs more to 
produce than what It received . 
in the market. This cannot 
continue long before the log- 
gihg sector faces a complete 
and total collapse. 

“We submit that should the 
existing situation last another 
six or eight months, many of 
the companies who have 
made submissions to this 
commission will not be in 
business . . .’’

It said that the cost per ipUe 
has rlBen from $30,000 to 
$58,000 and tO-compound mat-, 
ters, two miles of road are 
now required to log the same 
volume that one mile served ^ 
four years agd.

VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
West Vancouver couple — de¬ 
scribed as being obsessed

Davidson. 

Mr. Justice J. C. Bouck- 
awarded $500 to Norman 
Neeld and his wife Jean, and 
$250 to their son, Greg. 20, at 
the conclusion of a five-day 
British Columbia Supreme 
Court trial. 

The judge ruled, however, 


that the Neelds will have to 
pay legal costs of the action 
to Davidson on the basis that 
$2,000 had been paid into 
court by Davidson’s counsel 
for a possible out-of-court set¬ 
tlement. 

Greg Neeld can recover 25 
per cent of his court costs, the 
julfge ruled. 

The suit for general dam¬ 
ages followed a Dec. 17, 1&73, 
broadcast by Davidson on 
radio station GCNW on the 
day Greg Neeld u n der w e nt an 
(^ration for the removal of 
his left eye which was injured 


In a hockey game in Toronto 
the day before. 

The suit was against David¬ 
son and Western Broadcasting 
Co. Ltd., owners of CKNW. 

The Neelds claimed the 
broadcast defamed their repu- 
totion in the community when 
bavidson said they "won’t go 
down in any popularity 
contests with the fellow 
parents around any hockey 
rinks<in this area; to say m<}Et 
of them hate the 'fleelds’ gulf 
would be an uriderstatement 
because the Neelds some time 
ago figured they hfid another 


Bobby Orr in the making and 
they played it that way.” 

Davidson admitted in court 
that this was" hn oveteta- 
tement. 

Mr. Justice Bouck agreed, 
and ajso ruled that Davidson 
libelled Greg Neeld, now with 
thd Toronto 'Toros of tiie 
World Hockey Association, 
with a sarcastic remaiic that 
he was keeping a diary to 
write a book entitled “My 
Gimb To TTie Top,” which 
Greg Neeld denied during the 
trial. 

The judge noted, however, 


that the Neelds were 
"obsessed with Iwckey.” 

"To them the sport was 
HKM'e like a business and the 
final goal of National Hockey 
League stardom seemed to 
justify any sacrifice,” said 
Mr. Justice Bouck. "The con¬ 
cept of give and take was not 
in their makeup. 

‘“The Neelds countered with 
profanity and abuse rather 
than discussion with coaches 
and others.” 

The judge said that the 
parents became disliked, eiv 
vied and pitied. He said Mrs. 


Neeld’s excessive profanity is 
her natural method of com- 
munlcatkjh. 

"She seems to be the guid¬ 
ing spirit, and her husband a 
willing follower,” he said. 
"Damages must bear tome 
relation to repiitation of the 
plaintiff. 

"The higher the reputation, 
the higher the damages.” 

During the trial, several 
hockey coaches and other as- 
8(x:iat^ wHth the game, tes¬ 
tified the Neeldk had a repu¬ 
tation for interfering on be-

A spokesman for the Fre¬ 
derick Funeral Home in 
Queens County said there was 
no funeral service for the 81- 
year-old actor. 

Treacher, a resident of 
Douglas ton, Queens, died Sun¬ 
day afternoon in North Shore 
University Hospital, Manhas- 
set, N.Y., where, a hospital 
spokesman said, he had been 
admitted Nov. IS for treat¬ 
ment of a heart ailment. 

To millions of older movie 
fans and to younger viewers 
of television films, the 6-foot- 
4-1nch Treacher was one of 
the most beloved of character 
actors. 

He never got the girl, but he 
won plaudits as the impecca¬ 
ble butBer in a long series cl 
movies, including the role of 
Jeeves in several P. G. Wode- 
house films. ^ 

His trademark was an acer¬ 
bic wit which he carried over 
to his appearsinces as second 
banana on the Mterv Griffin 
television show. 

Bom in Biightion, England, 
on July 21, 1894, Treacher at¬ 
tained his greatest foune on 
the American stage and films, 
and he became an American 
citizen in 1943. 

Descen4ant of a long line of 
English barristers, he studied 
law, but his interests turned 
to the theatre. 

He woriced witii several 
touring companies in England 
until the start of The First 
World War, when he joined 
the British army, attaining 
the rank of captain of a3> 
tUlery. 

Beginning in 1919, Treacher 
had a nuiflMr of featured 
roles on the London, Paris 
and New York stage before 
going to Hollywood in 1933. He

“I would think they can remain in their present 
quarters for some time to come,” the spokesman 
said. — 

Tentative agreements reached between the city 
of Victoria and the provincial govei'nm#nt called for 
addition of the Maritime Museum to the Provincial 
Museum. 

The province would have bought the old Law 
Oiambers in Bastion Square which house the Mari¬ 
time Museum, llie building belongs to the city of 
Victoria. 

With the change in government, the museum 
plans appear to be shelved.

Oak Bay opens way swap 


Oak Bay’s controversial bylaw closing a 
portion of unimproved Calvert Crescent, pav¬ 
ing the way tor a land swap, won unanimous 
approval from council Mcmday. 

The bylaw passed despite two public htear- 
ings at vi^>ich area residents or their lawyers 
protested the closing and subsequent deeding 
of the road to Df; E. H. W. Elkington in 
exchange for lour residential lots. 

The lots adjoining the recently-acquired 
Anderson Hill Park were originally recorded 
as an outright gift from Elkington but Mayor 
Brian Smith confirmed Monday that Elking¬ 


ton wanted the road to ensure that his prop¬ 
erty abutted the park. 

Vancouver lawyer W. L. Warner, acting 
on behalf of Mrs. R. F. Quinton and Mrs. S.‘ 
R. Jones who sold the 5.2 acre Anderson Hill 
Park to the municipaiity earlier in the year 
for $350,000, told the meetii^ Monday that the 
bylaw put private interest ahead df public 
interest. * 

He further argued that council does not 
have the power to enter into an agreemwit 
with private individuals involving the trading 
of public lands. 


Warner said the olosiing of the 400-foot por¬ 
tion of Calvert would deny public access but 
Smith said new access across the donated 
lots would be found 20 feet away. 

When Elkington first oftered the four lots 
to the munioipalty lest spring, Sndth praised 
him for his generosity in donating four prime 
pieces of land. ' 

On Oct 12 in a puUio notice Oak Bay 
reaidents became aware that the lots were 
being exchanged for the closing of Calvhrt 
which would be turned over to EUdngton. 
One area resident wanted to know Mon¬ 


day whetlier tlic lots were a gift or an 
exchange. 

Aid. John Goult said it didn’t matter 
whether it was a gift or an exchange but 
what was best for the public. 

Evlen^with the deeding of the closed por¬ 
tion of Calvert, Goult said ElkingtiLm was giv¬ 
ing up .5 of an acre. 

Ihe question Goult said, was “Is it to the 
benefit of the municipality?” 

“Tb my opinion it is,” he said. 

Although the bylaw passed council it must 
also have cabinet approval.

“If we’d been abl^o afford 
dental oare on other than an 
emergency basis through the 
years this wouldn’t have hap¬ 
pened. 


“And we would have been 
able to afford it if the law 
cared about peo{de at all,” 
she said. 

“Sometiihes I wake in the. 
night and the injustice of it all' 
gets me down.” 

That’s how Gwen Allin 
sums up 10 years of frustra¬ 
tion, delay and lack of action 
by the Family Court In Vic¬ 
toria. 

In the KHi years since Mrs. 
Allin’s divorce she has re¬ 
ceived a total of $9,062 'from 
her husband, whom she es¬ 
timates is now earning about 
$1,800 a month. 

“He has bragged to the 
boys (her two sons Greg and 
Jamiel that he has a five- 
figure bank account, an inher¬ 
itance of $10,000 from his 


grandmother and a Volvo 
oar,” said Mrs. AUin. 

“We live with my TS-yeaiv 
old father who helps us out 
with his old-age penskm and 
his carpenters pension. 

She said she was divorced 
April 2, 1964, and 15 months 
later won an award of per 
child through the family 
c^Rirt. 

“The amounts were small 
because he had debts and 
could not afford more,’’ said 
Mrs. Allln. “’The debts which 
were listed in court consisted 
of a new car, and a new twin- 
engine boat and trailer. 

“It was apparently more 
important that he keep up his 
payments on those than look 
after his two small children. 

Mrs. AUin, who has a heart 


condition from-a bout of rheur 
matic fever in - 1950, has 
worked over the years, but 
has only been able to gain - 
low-paying jobs. 

Over the past three years 
she has.. recei\ ed $1,200 a 
year, although this amount 
wUl drop to $1,000 next year 
and all payments wUl stop in 
October when her second son 
reaches the age of 18. 

“I don’t get anything for 
my oldest son now — although 
he is totally dependent on me • 
—^because he is over 18,” she 
said. 

”I rei4iy regard the Family 
Court as a waste, of my time 
and of the taxpayers’ 
money.” Mrs. Allin said. 

“It seems that if a fellow is 


prepared to defy an order, 
nothing is done to enforce it. 

“?<Io one seems to care 
about the lives involved. The 
attitude seems to be that if 
you don’t want to live ^th a 
fellow, you -and the children 
— deserve to suffer. ' 

‘‘i really felt like a beggar 
every time I went to eburt 
looking for help.” 

And the continual fight 
through the court takes its toU 
at work. 

"You, can’t hold a job and 
keep taking time off for court 
appearances, and> what is 
more you can’t Uve ^th the 
lost wages, but this is precise¬ 
ly what you are expected to 
do.” 

Mrs. AUin said that at one 


period from May 1974 for 
eight months she took one af¬ 
ternoon a week off woric whUe 
waiting word on an order for 
$110 per chUd, wfiich was to 
go through the Manitoba court 
for enforcement. 

"I would slt,.there for two 
hours, waiting tor my case to 
be caUed, and then go in to be 
told that there was still no 
word from Manitoba,” she 
said. 

“I finally had to ask them 
not to caU me again imless 
there was word rtrom Win¬ 
nipeg r- I just couldn’t afford 
to go.” 

The order was finaHy ac- 
knowlediged In January, 1975. 
but because of a technicality 


the decision was made in Win¬ 
nipeg not to enforce it. 

In April, 1975, Mrs. AUin 
again appeared in Family 
Court asking for an order. 

At that time her annual in 
come was $8,070 in wages, 
$480 famUy allowance, and 
$1,200 from her husband. 

She declared then that to 
the beot <rf her knowledge his 
Income was $16,500 a year. 

’’The boys’ maintenance 
takes 66 per cent of my wages 
— 9 per cent of his,” she said. 

She was awarded 1150 per 
chUd, but her husband ap¬ 
peared in court in September 
to appeal that decision. 

"That hearing was in Win¬ 
nipeg, and I heard two weeks 
ago that he w4U pay only for 


one boy, because the other is 
more than 18, and I wiU be 
getting only $100 a month for 
the other until he is 18.” 

Mrs. AlUn is tired and in 
need but reluctant to go fur¬ 
ther. 

*^1 don’t know whether it’s 
worth while to appeal and try 
to get more help for the boys. 

"I’ve been fighting aU these 
years, and aU the time we’ve 
stayed poor, and no one, it 
seems, will hblp. 

“Court appearances don’t 
reaUy seem to help, although 
on aiwint of principle I still 
think the boys deserve their 
father’s support. 

"What sh^ld I ought to do 
next?”

Alberta seniors 
aided on homes 


‘Moderate approach’’ 


EDMONTON (CP) — The 
first phase of the Alberta gov- 
ernment's Senior Citizen 
Home Improvement Program 
(SCHIP), designed to assist 
senior citizens of limited 
means to Improve or ibpair 
their homes, will go Into ef¬ 
fect Jan. 1, 1976, bousing min¬ 
ister Bill Yurko said Monday. 

Yurko told the legislature 
that under the first part of 
SCHIP, senior citizens who 
are recipients of the Alberta 
auuibd income plan may 
apply for a 31,(XX)-credit ac¬ 
count at an Alberta treasury 
branch or participating char¬ 
tered bank. 


One the application is,, ap¬ 
proved, the senior citizen may 
conjplete improvements and 
present his repair hill to the 
tileasury branch or bank for 
reimbursement, the minister 
said. 

About 30,000 senior citizen 
households In Alberta will be 
eligible for assistance under 
the one-time pnly grant, 
Yurico said. Besides being a 
recipient under the assured 
income plan, a recipient must 
also be at least €5 years of 
age, a home owner in his resi¬ 
dence for at least nine months 
of the year, and an Alberta 
resident for at least one year.

In the 1970s, time, like oil, 
often. seems to run scarce. 
Yet "there is no such thing as 
lack of time," says Alan La- 
kein, author and time man¬ 
agement consultant. "There is 
always enough time to do 
what is important." 

Demonstrating this, 
successful time managers 
have learned to organize their 
day and discipline them¬ 
selves. 

Ralph Nader’s intensive ac¬ 
tivity runs by simple rules: 
He»rarely answers mail, re¬ 
turns few phone calls, never 
vacations, and never broodp 
'over his frequent setbacks. 

Activist Nader uses his time 
as he thinks he should — as 
though no one were making 
demands on him. "He’s one of 
the few people in the world 
who can fill the 24 hours in a 
day any way he wants to fill 
them," says Ted Jacobs, a 
close associate. 

Another time liberator, Ca¬ 
lifornia Gov. Edmund Bh)wn 
Jr., works on no official 
schedule and does whatever 
strikes him at the moment — 
yet keeps a focused intensity 
16 to 18 hours at a stretch. 

He shuns the words "agen¬ 
da" and "comprehensive 
planning." Meetings may last 
late into the morning under

Julia Child, televisii^n’s 
master gourmet, masters her 
time, and her kitchen, with a 
mixture of co-ordination and 
discipline, which she believes 
is second only to cleanliness. 

Taping her cooking show 
begins at 7 a.m. and often 
runs to 11 p.m. But in off- 
camera life, Julia Child 
doesn’t spend all day in her 
kitchen. 

She saves time, for exam¬ 
ple, by preparing batches of 
food in advance for drop-in 
guests. She overlaps cooking 
tasks, chopping vegetables 
wdiile something else cooks, to 
make the most of kitchen 
time. 

Cbngresswoman Shirley 
Chisholm, a Brooklyn Demo¬ 
crat, carries a pocket calen¬ 
dar and Jots down all future 
commitments. Despite the de¬ 
mands of a political career, 
her life is so well organized 
that she is able to keep her 
home spotless. 

"Believe it or not. I really 
enjoy housework," she says. 
"I can iron for six hours in a 
row — it gives me time to 
think.” Cooking, however, is 
delegated to her husband. 

Is time efficiency one cog 
away from becoming a robot? 
Time ccmsultants such as 
Alan Lakein say that on the 
contrary, they offer ways to 
avoid clock shock,', to take 
time less seriously by living 
smarter, not harder. In four 
simple but major areas, your 
time can become snore con¬ 
trollable. 

TELEVISION: The average 
North American home has 
television "cm" six hours a 
day. If TV wmtching is a 
waste of time for you, learn to 
curb It. Acknowledge to your¬ 
self that much television for 
you is simply a waste. As you 
continue to do this, you will 
find it increasingly easier not 
to turn on the set. 

In small steps, begin to ber 
more selective in your choice 
of programs. Remember that 
you have the power to make 
that choice rather than yield 
to the impulse to switch on 
the set. ^k yourself whether 
watching television now will 
affect your long-xange goals. 


SLEEP: Of all necessities 
of human life, sleep cuts most 
deeply into a 24bour day. 
With eight houra.of sleep a 
night, a person is unconscious 
one-third of the time. This can 
be reduced. 

Buckminster Fuller, often 
called a modem Renaissance 
man, learned long ago just 
how much sleep he really 
needed. Then, instead of pil¬ 
ing up a "sleep debt" and 
needing a long stretch in bed, 
he learned to drop off the 
minute he feels he needs sleep 
and takes no more than is 
needed. 

"I was trying to find out 
how much I could get done, 
and noticed a dog when he 
gets tired simply lies down 
and sleeps," he explains. "So 
it could be that, if the minute 
you’re tired you just lie down, 
you’d need far less sleep." 

As a result, Bucky Fuller’s 
sleep time works out to a a 
half-hour every six hours. 
That gives him a 22-hour 
working and thinking day. 

MORNING QUIET HOUR: 
For most people, morning can 
be the best time to tiiink 
clearly and get things done. 
Yet in businesses and.homes 
across America, the first 
hours of the day are <rften 
spent reading newspapers and 
doing routine tasks. But some 
people set aside a segment of 
undisturbed time each morn¬ 
ing to think by themselves, 
crystallize plans, and get pre¬ 
pared for the day. 

Former U.S. defence secre¬ 
tary James Schlesinger, for 
instance, often arrived at the 
Pentagcm at 4 a.m., even 
without a crisis, to prepare 
himself to meet tire days de¬ 
mands. Some U.S. companies 
reserve a special hotel room 
to which managers can re¬ 
treat to get time by them¬ 
selves without phones or visi¬ 
tors. 

Even five minutes of plan¬ 
ning in the morning can save 
hours of undirected, haphaz¬ 
ard woric in the day. "Plan- 
hing brings the future into the 
present so you can do some¬ 
thing about it now," says con¬ 
sultant Lakein.

New test uncovers rapists 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
A new scientific test can pick 
out rapists from “normal” 
maies, researchers reported. 

The scientists said so-calied 
normal men, tested with an 
electronic gadget that mea¬ 
sures excitement response, 
got no sexual satisfaction 
from recordings of rape epi¬ 
sodes. 

Rapists and potential ra¬ 
pists did. 

The researchers, from the 
University of Tennessee, of¬ 
fered their findings at a pro¬ 
gram here of the Association 
of Advancement of Behavioral 
Therapy. 

They said their test marked 
the first time a distinction be¬ 
tween rapists and, other men 
could be made accurately — 
and that they had developed 
methods to help avert the 
crime. 

One way to suppress the as¬ 
sault urge, the researchers 
said, was to “pair” a rape 
cue with a “bad c<»isequence’’ 
such as loss of job, imprisorf- 
ment, family disgrace or 
other embarrassment. ' 

“It works,” said clinical 


psychologist Edward Blan¬ 
chard. He said imagined dis¬ 
grace “sometimes dampens 
the urge” of latent rapists. 

The test to distinguish ra¬ 
pists from other males, de¬ 
vised by psychiatrist Gene 
Abel, works like this: 

A rapist sits on one side of 
a partitioned room, wdth re¬ 
searchers on the other. 

Records are pteyed de¬ 
scribing various sexual expe¬ 
riences — a rape scene, a mu¬ 
tually consenting love scene, 
a man beating up a worhan. 

The rapist's arousal re¬ 
sponse is traced by the poly¬ 
graph machine and compart 
with that of a “normal” man.

It sometimes happens that 
on our Christmas list is ^ in¬ 
valid, a shut-in or an elderly 
pesiKn who can’t gest around 
much any more. Ihe choice of 
a suitable gift poses some for¬ 
midable problems. 

Old eyes are too tired for 
much reading, TV watching 
or crocheting. Gifts of wear¬ 
ing apparel don't have much 
point when the recipient never 
gets to go ai^wtMTO. A radio 
is very good, particuarly one 
with an FM band on which 
she ia more likely tn Hear 
familiar tunes. But while 
radio and TV do help pass the 
weary hours, they contribute 
to the passivity of the patient 
— they don’t give her any¬ 
thing to do. 

For such unfortunates who 
must necessarily spend most 
of their time within tbe four 
walls of their room, I know ot 
no gift which can give a 
greater lift to morale than a 
well-chosen houseplant 

I remember one case in 
particular — a distant rela¬ 
tive^ — who had be«i active 
all her life in the care and 
raising x>f her family, and who 


took her invalidism very hard 
indeed. Mth nothing to do 
and no one to care for, she 
felt completely useless, taking 
little or no Interest in her sur¬ 
roundings or in her personal 
appearance. 

The gift of a houseplant 
made all the difference In the 
wtjrld to her mental outlook. 

The care of the gift plant 
was well within her capabii- 
ties, and it 'Srasn’t long Mors 
that plant had become'a sub¬ 
stitute for her family — some¬ 
thing to sarva, to wait it y win , 
to care for, to kwe. She had a 
new interest in life, awaken¬ 
ing each moniing imx)atient to 
reach her idant and see what 
new growth had been made 
overofght, and waitching with 
keen excitement the forma¬ 
tion of each new leaf and the 
unfolding of each new bud 
and flower. 

The selection of such a gift 
plant must be made with con¬ 
siderable forethought: fussy, 
difficult or short-lived plants 
have no place here. As you 
can wen Imagine, tiie early 
wilting of a beloved plant and 
its loss could leave the patient 


in a more discouraged and 
depressed state than befofs. 

It isn’t likely the plant win 
be neglected. On the contrary, 
tire greatest hazard to the 
plant win be tbe toodoving 
care It will receive — the 
eternal petting and fussing, 
drlMets of water given at aU 
hours of the day. Httle treats 
of fertilizer administered far 
to often. A..plant xreeds toe 
ccnstftud^ of a Russlen this¬ 
tle to stand up under such 
constant mothexing. 

Another hazard to the plant 
is tbe warmtb of toe room. A 
room which Is pteosantly 
warm to a busy housewife 
win be uncom fo rt a bly chilly 
to sn inactive person, so it Is 
usually necessary to maintain 
a higher temperature*than in 
.toe rest of the house, and 
isn’t good. Most of our hoi^ 
plants do best in quite a cool 
room, around 15 degrees C, 
and it takes a bit of searching 
to find subjects which win tol¬ 
erate toe 22 degrees of an in¬ 
valid’s room. 

One plant which comes 
close to our specifications is 
toe African vlcdet A native of 


East Africa, it is no stranger 
to beat, and in spfita of Ite 
soft-looldiig foliage, it Is a 
surprisingly tough plant Xih- 
proper care may atop it flo¬ 
wering. but it is a rare thing 
to hear of an African vkdet 
actually dying. I have seen 
plants which had lost nearly 
aU their roots through over^ 
watering, yet they refused to 
die and were eventually 
nursed back to health. 

Another good one is Impa- 
tiens, affectionately known as 
Busy lizzie Iff Pfltrence Ham. 
a native of Zanzibar and sln- 
ipiarly (efisKious -of life, 
bLaamling almost aU year 
round. All the cacti and most 
of the succulent plants will 
tolerate high temperatures, 
but toe owner must be 
wmmed against overwaJterfng. 
which is fatal to these desert 
djvellers. 

It is best to avoid the Cycla¬ 
men, toe Cineraria and the 
houseplant Chrysanthemum, 
as toese lovely i^ts MUST 
have cool conditions and go 
downhill rapidly in an over¬ 
heated room.

Portugal, which requested 
the meeting, urged the council 
to condemn Indonesia’s 
“aggression” and to demand 
a ceasefire and immediate 
withdrawal of all Indonesian 
forces from the Pacific co¬ 
lony. 

Ambassador Jose Manuel 
Galvao Teles called for a con¬ 
ference between Portugal and 
the parties in Portuguese 
East Timor to work out mea¬ 
sures for self-determination 
there under UN auspices. 

Teles said PcHtugal remains 
the only legitimate authority 
for the territory, adding Por¬ 
tugal has made all possible 
efforts to bring about its deco¬ 
lonization. 


Indonesian 

Apwar Sani said his 
ment’s action was taken to 
prevent “another Angola’* in 
the Pacific. Lack of peace 
and stability in East Timor 
affected not only die local 
population but Indonesia and 
all Southeast Asia. 

Sani said Indonesian troops 
will be withdrawn at soon as 
peace and order returns to 
the region. 

He said Portugal should be 
charged with “criminal negli¬ 
gence” of its responsibilities 
toward the people of Timor. 

If Indonesia considers that 
the situation in Timor is a 
threat to peace, Portugal fails 
to understand why this has 
not been drawn to the coun¬ 
cil’s attention.

"'The new regulations will 
require an adequate number 
of dividers and proper drain¬ 
age to the load is not liquid,” 
he said. 


Haig said members of the 
fishing industry have been in¬ 
vited td submit written criti¬ 
cism of the new regulations 
by Feb. 9. 

He said a second draft will 
then be i)repared and circulat¬ 
ed, further written criticisms 
accepted, and a public hear¬ 
ing held before the final regu-.

More than 20 men were re¬ 
ported woricihg through the 
night to mop up oil spilled 
into Saanich Inlet from the 
Bamberton cement works. 

A provincial emergency of¬ 
ficial said the mop-up men 
were using bamboo rakes, 
perforated buckets and a spe¬ 
cial mop-like substance called 
Oil Snare to slurp up the 
thick, black, tarry oil. 

He said the bunker oil, 
which drained into the sea 
from an overflowing storage 
tank at the Ocean Cement 
Ltd. plant early Monday 
^ morning, was ringed by two 
booms. 


The outer boom was there 
purely as a "safety mea¬ 
sure,” he said and only a 
"very fine sheen of oil”^ could 
be seen escaping from the 
inner boom stretched for 
some 350 feet at between 10 
and 40 feet from the shore. 

The official. Doug Rodway, 
of P.E.P., -(the Provincial 
Emergency Program) said he 
was not in a position to com¬ 
ment on whether the oil spill 
posed any danger to fish and 
wildlife. 

But he noted a federal fish¬ 
eries official from Nanaimo 
had come to investigate Mon¬ 
day. 

A' valve failure while oil 
was being transferred from 


the plant’s main storage tank 
to a day storage tank was 
responsible for the overflow 
which lasted feu* about an 
hour. 

Rodway said the company 
were doing everything It could 
to mop up the spiU. 

A couple of large boats and 
a handful of smaller boats 
were being used. 

He said some of the men 
were hired especlaily from 
Canada Manpower for the Job.

For immigrant family, bleak Yule looms 


Canada has always been a 
popular new home for Im¬ 
migrants but the paradise ad¬ 
vertised in the brochures 
sometimes dissolves in the 
hard realities of making a- 
new life in a strange and 
often hostile land. 

That’s the way it worked 
for Joe Kamienski and his 
ftimily of five, who came to 
Victoria last summer from 
Austria. 

The name of the family has 
been changed (at their re-. 
quest) to spare them embar¬ 
rassment, but their story has 
been told a thousand timej by 
new immigrants. 

Life had always been hard 
for Joe. 

Austria was not his real 


home, but during the terror 
we now call the Second World 
War, he and his parents were 
forced out of Poland by the 
Nazis and sent to a alave 
labor camp in Austria. 

When the war ended, Joe 
went to work as a machinist 
in a fa^ctory where he met the 
woman he would later marry. 

They had a spartan but 
happy life together, raising 
four children (three girls and 
one boy) and even building 
their meagre savings to the 
point where they bought a 
small NlMse. 

BuLibout two years ago, 
another disaster hit ^toe Ka- 
mienskis. 

Joe was laid off from the 
machine shop and there

wasn’t much full-time work 
available for a 55-yearold 
man. 

His wife, who had worked 
about 55 hours a week In a 
small sweatshop textile mill, 
had become ill from the dyes 
where she worked and she 
was forced to quit, leaving 
family finances in. a sham¬ 
bles. 

Last summer, after selling 
their house, they left for Mon¬ 
treal, but language difficulties 


there and the j)romi8e8 of the 
"lotua land west of the Rock¬ 
ies,” led the family to Vic¬ 
toria. 

They have been looking for 
work since August, without 
success and the money from 
the sale of their house Is all 
gone. 

The Christinas this family 
faces is worse than bleak — 
part-time Jobs and some so¬ 
cial assistance mean the Ka- 
mienslds won’t starve but 
their Christmas feast will con¬ 
sist of potatoes and canned 
meat, if there’s any left. 

In a recent interview, Joe 
said Christmas isn’t impor¬

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Sen. Frank Church, Idaho

In connectkxi with the as¬ 
sassination issue, Church said 
the committee had found no 
evidence that organized crime 
had sought to influence Pres¬ 
ident John Kennedy through a 
woman close both to him and 
the underworld.

Curb plan passes 


OTTAWA (CP) — Two 
months after it was first in¬ 
troduced ^o Parliament, the 
government’s anti-inflation 
program was given final ap¬ 
proval Monday evening. 

The act, which establishes 
the anti-inflation board to en¬ 


force selected wage and price 
controls, was given royal as¬ 
sent after a long and some¬ 
times stormy debate in the 
(Commons and the Senate. 

Detailed regulations are ex¬ 
pected to be made public 
Thursday. 


Some of the ceasefires in the 
eight months of fighting have 
only lasted a few hours, 
others have produced lulls of 
several weeks. 

But always the govern¬ 
ment’s failure to reassert its 
authority over private armies 
of Christians, Moslems and 
Palestinian guerrillas has led 
to a resumption of the con¬ 
flict. 

The latest accord called for 
internal security forces to re¬ 
place gunmen in the high-rise 
hotel district while a 850-man 
army strike Torce moved into 
a no-man’s land buffer zone 
between Moslem and Chris¬ 
tian neighborhoods. But the 
troops were slow in getting 
started. 


OTTAWA (CP)-Wider use 
of French in air traffic cot- 
trol will be rigorously tested 
in special siraulatora before 
the changes are implemented 
in Quebec airports. Transport 
Minister Otto Lang said Mon¬ 
day. 

Lang said In the Com¬ 
mons there will be extensive 
discussions with pilots and 
others in the aviation industry 
before French is used in air- 
ground communications for 
instrument flight rule opera¬ 
tions. 

Instrument (light rules 
apply to big commercial air¬ 
liners. The Canadian Air Line 
Pilots Association (CALPA) 
has opposed extension of 
French to this type of flying, 
saying it would affect safety. 

French now is used for visu¬ 
al flight rules only at five 
Quebec airports. Visual flight 
rules apply generally to small 
aircraft and not the commer¬ 
cial airliners.

Hie federal goverrunent is 
prepared to undertake major 
upgrading of the Deep Bay 
and French Cneek marinas 
but only if the regtonal board 
assumes responsibility for 
their day-to-day operatic. 


'Q. Tlids was the message that 

came across when the region¬ 
al . board transportation com¬ 
mittee sat down recently with 
Rtex Thurber of the cnviron- 
ment department, which ad¬ 
ministers the mairinas, to dis¬ 
cuss the change in adminis¬ 
tration. 


The environment depart- 
' ment has a great deal of trou- 
^ ble staffing marinas which it 
administers because by law it 
can only pay them on a com¬ 
mission basis. ‘*Our best-paid 
wiharflinger in B.C. this year 
made $1,300, arid he had to 
work pretty hard for the 
money,” said Thurber. 


Under the standard lease 
agreement, the Department 
would lease each <A the 
marinas to the Regional Dis¬ 
trict Spr the sum of $100 per 
year, or 15 per cent of the 
gross revenue frcmi moorage 
fees, TAtdchever is gi^ter, 
Thurber said. 


He stressed .that the 15 pter 
cent is calculated on the basis 
of the government moorage 
rates. Hiese rates are not 
bindling on the lessee, which 
can set its own rates. The 
government rates are 40 cents 
per foot per month, and half 
that under certain conditions 
for winter moorage, rates 
which Thurber admitHM were 
ridiculously low. Moorage 
fees in priva/te marinas ninge 
upwards to over two dollars 
per foot per month, and the 
regional board would not have 
to pay the Department of the 
Environment any portion of 
fe^s in e.vcess of the govern¬ 
ment rates. 


Thurber said his depart¬ 
ment has plans to expand the 
French Creek marina in the 
1977-78 fiscal year. “It is e 
very expensive proposition, 
and we hope we can relieve 
some of the pressure during 
the summer mondw by build¬ 
ing Anger floats for small 
boats, which can be unbolted 
and stored during the winter 
when the boats are taken out 
of the water, thus leaving 
more room for larger fishing 
boats." 


While Thurber could give 
the committee c<msiderable 
detail on some aspects of 
leasing from hds depa rtm ent 
a number ot policy questions 
would either require further 
research or would have to be 
answered by the Regional 
Board itself, Thurber said. 


While he thought the depart¬ 
ment of the environment 
would carry its, own liability 
insurance for the marinas, it 
% was a question to be dis¬ 

cussed with the justice de¬ 
partment, Thurber said. 


No policy has been set re¬ 
garding the space set aside 
for Ashermen, but Thurber 
said the marinas were origi¬ 
nally constructed to serve the 
fishing industry. 


A wharfinger can maik cer* 
tain areas of the marina for 
Ashing boats and others for 
recreational craft, but he may 
not turn a vessel away ft 
there is moorage available, 
even though the vessel m|y 
not At the description for the 
moorage space. 

No policy has been es¬ 
tablished for live-aboards ei¬ 


ther, Thurber said. While live- 
aboaids do ptbvide a valuable 
service by increasing the se¬ 
curity in msuinas, they do. 
raise questions about sewage 
disposal. 

His own department is 
bound to the provisions of the 
Harbors and Piers Act in ad¬ 
ministering the marinas, 
Thurber said, but if the re- 


gioDial board were to lease 
from the department he rec¬ 
ommended that it pass a by¬ 
law containing many of the 
regulations to be followed in 
the marinas. “It’s an ex¬ 
cellent way to get around the 
deAciencies in the Harbors 
and Piers Act, and gives you 
more power in administra¬ 
tion." 


In summing up the discus¬ 
sion, Smith said “it is clear 
you are prepared to do a 
great deal, provided we are 
willing to take it over." 

While taking over the 
marinas would be a “major 
headache,” Smith said, “they 
are elIso a major aas^ to the 
community." 


“We should not go into this 
witliout illusions about the 
troubles we will face, but at 
the same time we exist to 
serve the public,, and this is a 
major service we can per¬ 
form." 

Smith said that the French 
Creek marina could probably 
be operated at a profit, but 
the Deep Bay marina might 


run at a loss, particularly in 
the first year while the board 
is getting the marinas ad¬ 
ministration organized. 

Questions that would have 
to be answered are—If the 
board takes on both marinas, 
wiU taxation be necessary^ 
and if so, who will pay? Smith 
said. 

Director Ray Borleske said 


he would like to take the mat¬ 
ter to the people in his area, 
which contains The Deep Bay 
Marina, and Smith suggested 
that the villages of Parksvillc 
and Qualicum should also be 
jisked to comment. 

The commltteee hopes to 
take the matter up in Jan¬ 
uary, after getting comment 
from the local groups. 


“It is our experience that 
the day-to-day administration 
done by local government is 
much better than anything we 
can oftter,” Thurber told the 
committee. “'The users are 
happier, and the local ad¬ 
ministration is much more in 
touch with the local prob¬ 
lems." 


A local government ad¬ 
ministering the marina pro¬ 
vides its own staff at salaries 
and working conditions that 
are far more attractive. 


Hiurber said the board 
could charge launching fees 
at the boat ramps in the 
French Creek marina, which 
the department pf ftie Envi¬ 
ronment dotes, not have the 
power to do. Regional board 
chairman Paul Smith said 
this could bring in consider¬ 
able income to the marinas, 
particularly during Am siun- 
mer months when several 
hundred beats may be 
launched in a day. 


Thurber said his depart¬ 
ment would also look after 
most of the maintenance in 
the marinas, requiring the 
Regional District only to keep 
them clean. **We don’t want 
local communiAes to touch 
the structures themselves be¬ 
cause we have standards that 
we want followed, so anything 
that requires a hammer and 
saw we will take care of." 


When Smith said marina 
users were rehiotant lb pay 
even the modest fees impcMMd 
by the Rovemment because 
facillAes in the marinas were 
of such a low standard. 
Thurtter said the department 
has budgeted next year for 
water, power and lights at 
both D^ Bay and French 
Creek marinas, providing that 
the funds cure available, and 
providing that the marinas 
administration is assumed by 
a local authority such as the 
Regional District. 


“It is impoe8i1;>le for us to 
control the use and payment 
for utiliAes In a martoa, and 
it is only by accident that we 
have a marina in Port Hardy 
u-hich has some services," 
said Thurber. “If the whai^ 
Anger quit there we would 
have to shut them off."

‘Obsessed’ parents awarded damages 


VANCOUVER (CP), — A 
West Vancouver couple — de¬ 
scribe as being obsessed 
with hockey — and their hock- 
ey-pteying son were awarded 
a total of 5750 in damages 
Monday in a libel action 
against radio broadcaster Al 
Davidson. 

Mr. Justice J. C. Bouck 
awarded 5500 to Norman 
Neeld/and his wife Jean, and 
5250 to their son, Greg, 20, at 
the conclusion of a five-day 
British Columbia .Supreme 
Cburt trial. 

The judge ruled, however. 


that the Neelds will have to 
pay legal costs of the action 
to Davidson on the basis that 
52,000 had been paid into 
court by Davidson’s counsel 
for a possible out-of-court set¬ 
tlement. 

Greg Neeld can recover 25 
per cent of his court costs, the 
judge ruled. 

The suit for general dam¬ 
ages followed a Dec. 17, 1973, 
broadcast by Davidson on 
radio station CKNW on the 
day Greg Neeld underwent an 
operation for the removal of 
his left eye which was injured 


in a hockey game in Toronto 
the day before. ' 

The suit was against David¬ 
son and Western Broadcasting 
Co. Ltd., owners of CKNW^ 

The Neelds claimed the 
broadcast defamed their repu¬ 
tation in the community when 
Davidson taid they "won’t go 
down in any popularity 
contests with the fellow 
parents around any hockey 
rinks in this area; to.say most 
of them hate the Neelds* guts 
would be an understatement 
because the Neelds some time 
ago figured they had another 


Bobby Orr in the making and 
they played it that way." 

Davidson admitted in court 
that this was an oversta¬ 
tement. 

Mr. Justice Bouck agreed, 
and also ruled that Davidson 
libelled Greg Neeld, now with 
the Toronto Toros of the 
World Hockey Association, 
with a sarcastic remark that ^ 
he was keeping a diary to 
write a book entitled 
Climb To The Top," which 
Greg Neeld denied during the 
trial. 

the judge noted, however. 


that the Neelds w ere 
"obsessed with hockey." 

"To them the sport was 
more ]<ke a business and the 
final goal of National Hockey 
League stardom seemed to 
justify any sacrifice," said 
Mr. Justice Bouck. "The con¬ 
cept of give and take, was not 
in their makeup. 

"The Neelds countered with 
profanity and abuse rather 
than discussion With coaches 
and others." 

’The judge said toat toe 
parents became disliked, 
vied and pitied. He said Mrs. 


Neeld’s excessive profiuiity is 
her natural meth^ of com¬ 
munication. 

"She seems to be the guid¬ 
ing spirit, and her husband a 
willing follower," he said. 
"Damages must bear some 
relation to reputation of tbe 
plaintitt.. 

"The higher the reputation, 
the higher the dameiges." 

During toe trial, several 
hookey ooaches and other as¬ 
sociated with the game, tes¬ 
tified the Neelds had a repu¬ 
tation for interfering on be-_ 
half of their sons.

PORT ALBERNI — Mac¬ 
Millan Bloederf loggers, forest¬ 
ers, engineers and scientists 
are joining forces for a mas¬ 
sive team effort, aimed at 
preparing resource folios* cov¬ 
ering 1.6 million acres in 33 
major watersheds under com¬ 
pany management in British 
Columbia. 

. Under the folk) system, all 
the resources of the forest, 
including fish, wildlife and 
racrefttion, are being consid¬ 
ered in detail by the company 
prior to preparation of 
harvesting plans. Special val¬ 
ues cue assessed at an early 
stage so that plans can be 
made to protect them. 

Resource folios — a rela¬ 
tively new concept in the Ca¬ 
nadian forest industry — are 
maps that depict Individually 
the major resource, values in 
a watershed. In addition to 
timber, the maps shew inven¬ 
tories of other re.source val¬ 
ues, interpretation of these 
values, and the way these re¬ 
sources may be effected by 
timber harvesting. 

'The company says the 
large-scale move into the folio 
system comes as a natural 
.extension of its land use poli¬ 
cy, formulated in 1971, in 


which the company recog¬ 
nizes its responsibilities to the 
public in terms of forest utili¬ 
zation as well as in develop¬ 
ment of the timber resource. 

Stuart Crawford, the com¬ 
pany’s resource folio co-or- 
dinator, said the folio system 
incorporatesc, improves and 
streamlines many of the land 
use practices instituted by the 
company in recent years. 

Previously, much of the 
basic research woric bad been 
conducted by provincial gov¬ 
ernment agencies or compked 
from surveys, records or local 
knowledge. Now, MacMillan 
Bloedel is. tackling the wratei> 
sheds on a co-ordinated basis 
with a wide range of scientific 
disciplines and land manage¬ 
ment practices. 

"While the fojio systarti is 
based on inventories, we’re 
also taking into account the 
capabilities of a watershed to 
support any or all of the re¬ 
source values in a drainage 
system,’’ said Crawford, 
based at the company’s Alber- 
ni logging headquarters. 

"For instance, if we’re look¬ 
ing at a watershed in terms of 
its deer population, we want 
to know its relative impor¬ 
tance to deer, as weiU as the 
number of deer that happen

tp be in the area at a particu¬ 
lar time. We’re assessing the 
potential of a wratershed to 
support a given resource, not 
merely identifying its pre¬ 
sence there.’’ 

The resource folio maps are 
drawn on clear plastic sheets 
on a 1:15,840 scale. ’They are 
overlaid o na basic planime- 
tric map of the watershed, 
which shows major water¬ 
courses, roads and property 
boundaries. Each plastic 
sheet map shows a different 
resour^3»ft^. 

Tlyiff^ aiy six basic folio 
she<to coA^ring tc^xjgraphy, 
geotochni^ (soils, geology 
^tftndforms), fisheries; • 
wildlife, recreation and forest 
cover. Crawford said the sys-' 
Jem can be easily adapted to 
yeet specialized conditions, 
^here necessary, the geotech- 
nws map can be split into two 
or three separate folio sheets 
to cover an ecologically sensi¬ 
tive airea in greater detail. 

Oxled data is added to the 
maps as information is col¬ 
lected and evaluated. By 
overlajring two or more of the 
maps the system shows how 
various resource values in¬ 
terrelate. If conditions' war¬ 
rant, the folio map can be 
augmented by written reports 
containing inventory data and 
interpretation. Low-level 
aerial photography is also 
being studied as an inventj^ry 
tool for use in preparation of 
future folio studies. 

Crawford said that prepara¬ 
tion of a folio system means 
that a base is provided for 
planning of logging patterns 
to provide necessary protec¬ 
tion for soils, water quality 
and reservation of animal 
habitat and other special 
areas. 

The company got the green 
light for development of com¬ 
prehensive. folio systems ear¬ 
lier this year from the B.C. 
Forest Service. ’The company 
had pirevlously pioneered sim¬ 
ilar land use studies incOTpo- 
rating many of the elements 
of folios on its own ahd in co¬ 
operation with government re* 
source agencies. 

Over the years, long-term 
detailed plans have been com¬ 
pleted for many major Van¬ 
couver Island drainage sys¬ 
tems to provide protection for 
special values. ’These include 
the Nanaimo, Port Albemi 
and Ucluelet domestic water 
supplies. Mount Arrowsmith 
near Port Albemi. the White 
and Eve Rivers, the area ad¬ 
jacent to MachRllan Park on 


the Albemi Highway and the 
Tritika-Schoen drainages. 

The basic premise of the 
folio system is that it allows 
the company and the govern¬ 
ment agencies to negotiate 
and- agree uppn timber 
harvesting plans that repre¬ 
sent a realistic utilization of 
the forest crop balanced by 
protection of other resources. 

Crawford said these negoti¬ 
ations, thanks to the folio sys¬ 
tem, can now be based on a 
more complete knowledge of 
the area in question. This in 
turn should speed decisions on 
logging plans and gives the 
company a more sound basis 
for long-range planning. 

The lion’s share of folio pre¬ 
paration is being conducted 
by the company’s Land Uste 
Planning Advisory Team 
(LUPAT), a .group of seven 
resource scientists operating 
out of MacMillan Bloedel’s 
N a n a i,m o forestry head- 
quartets. llie team includes 
two wildlife bierfogists, two 
fisheries biologists, two soil 
specialists and a resource 
techniciftn. 

LUPi^ conducts the field 
inventory and also assembles 
whatever data may already 
exist from government and 
from the company’s logging 
divisions involved. A prime 
objective — standlaTdizing 
metixxls and techniques be¬ 
tween LUPAT merpbem and 
their counterparts In govern¬ 
ment — has, for the most 
part, already been realized. 

'The forest service agreed to 
delegate folio preparation re- 
sponsibfHties to toe LUPAT 
group. (Dosts of folio prepara- 
tior^ will be returned to the 
company where crown timber 
is tovolved, whHe MadVRUan 
BSoedei will pay for foUos cov^ 
ering its private timber 
stands.

forestry personnel are also 
becoming invplved in folk) re¬ 
search at an early stage, said 
Crawford, and that in itself is 
*’a very important develop-, 
ment.’’ 

‘The benefits are twofold,’’ 
said the folio oo-ordinator. 
"The loggers working closely 
with LUPAT come away with 
a greatly enhanced awareness 
and sensitivity for resource 
valuies other toan tdfttoer, and 
the LUPAT people have im¬ 
mediate access to a pool of 
local knowledge erf conditions 
in a pairtiictilar area." 

Crawford , estimated that 
each folio study will take one 
to two years to complete, 
since understanding how a 
watershed functions requires 
a full cycle of four seasons. 
Several different studies can 
be conducted simultaneously, 
he said and the company 
hopes to assemble folio cover¬ 
age at a rate of about 200,000 
acres a year. 

To date, new folk) series 
have been completed on three 
Vancouver Island watersheds: 
toe Nahmint study, where 
most of the basic research 
was conducted by provincial 
and federal government scien- 
tisls; toe Alidfoid Bay water 
system, and a pilot project in 
toe Miacktush drainage. 

^Seven otner wajtershed folio 
studies are underway. With 
acreages in parentheses, they 
are : Carmanah-Walbran 

(50,000), China Creek 
(10,000), Atleo (10,000). Me- 
m e k a y (25,000), Megin 
(66,000) and Klanawa (50,000), 
all on Vancouver Island; and 
liOuise Island (35,000) in the 
Queen Charlotte Islands. 

. Dave Turner, the com¬ 
pany’s logging vice-president, 
said the company is fully 
committed to ^velopment 
a comprehensive folio system 
for toe forests under Its man¬ 
agement in B.C. 

"’This new system of plan¬ 
ning should provide several 
benefits for toe company, the 
government and toe public^ at 
large," said Turner. "There’s 
no doubt that the more formal 
approach in assembling data 
on other resources provides a 
more complete basis for land 
use planning. 

"The folk) system should re^ 
duce conflicts, facilitate the 
processing and approval of 
cutting Irfans and ensure that 
protective efforts and costs 
are mort dosely matched to 
toe values requiring protec- 
ticRi," he said.

Notre Dame college founder dies 


REGINA (CP) - Msgr. 
Athol "Pere” Murray, 83, co¬ 
lorful founder and president of 
Notre Dame DoUege at Wil¬ 
cox, Sask., died early Monday 
in hospital here. 

Pere Murray was born in 
Toronto in 1892. He attended 
Loyola College and St. Mi¬ 
chael’s in Toronto, then en¬ 
tered Osgoode H^U to study 
law. He also worked for a 
Toronto newspaper. 

Influenced by the writings 
of St. Augustine. Pere Murray 
left his law training and en¬ 
tered a seminary, being or¬ 
dained in 1918.^ In 1923 he 
came to Regina to act as 
chancellor for Archbishop 0. 

E. Mathieu. ^ 

An ■ avid sports fan and a 
believer that a strong body 
supports a strong mind, Pere 
Murray organized a boys club 
called the Regina Argos. 
Members came from all 
faiths. 

In 1927 Perv Murray nooved 
to Wiloox, about 25 miles 
south of Regina, to take up 
duties as the parish priest at 
St. Augustine’s Church. The 
same year, he set up Notre 
Dame Boys’ School to provide 
education for young people 
who couldn’t otherwise afford 
it. 

Notre Dame gained the rep¬ 
utation as a "school of hard 
knocks" and the "miracle 
schood of Saskatchewan,” Stu¬ 
dents were supported by do¬ 
nations and by the determina¬ 
tion of Pere Murray. They 
slept in old granaries and 
often awoke on winter morn¬ 
ings to find a fresh snowbank^ 
beside their bunks. 

Notre Dame quickly gained 
an Internationa reputation 
for its leaders and its athletic 
teams. Pere Murray’s activi- 
' ties brought him in contact 
with famous people and 
earned him many awards. 

Last summer he had an au¬ 
dience with Pope Paul VI in 
Rome and talked with King 
Feisal of Saudi Arabia just 10 
days before the king was as¬ 
sassinated. The talks were 
part 0 # Pere Murray’s plan to 
bring peace to Jerusalem by 
getting the warring religions 
to agree to a commission of 
three faiths to maintain peace 
in the city. 

In 1972, Pere Murray was 
elected to the Chadian Sports 
Hall of Fame. 

On Nov. 1 In Regina some 
900 friends and former gradu¬ 


ates gathered to pay tribute 
to Pere Murray. At that time 
Mayor Hemy Baker an¬ 


nounced that a park in 
southwest llegina would be 
named in honor of the priest. 


Spokesmen for all parties in 
the Saskatchewan legislature 
paid tribute to Msgr. Murray. 


Banker beaten to death 


UNION POINT, Ga. (UPI) 
— The vice-president of the 
Farmer’s Bank in this rural 
community was taken hostage 
and beaten to death Monday 
in a futile attempt to extort 
$60,000 from the bank. 

State patrolman BUI WUson 
confirmed that Reuben Flynt, 
in his early 50s, was killed, al¬ 
though he said details of the 
incident were still sketchy.

Oil slick overflows 
from storage taiik

More than 20 men were re¬ 
ported working through the 
night to mop up oil spilled 
into Saanich Inlet from the 
Bamberton cement works. 

A provincial emergency of¬ 
ficial said* the mop-up men 
were using bamboo rakes, 
perforated buckets and a spe¬ 
cial mop-like substance called 
Oil Snare to slurp up the 
thick, black, tarry oil. 

He said the bunker oil, 
which drained into the sea 
from an overflowing storage 
tank at the Ocean Cement 
Ltd. . plant early Monday 
morning, was ringed by two 
booms. 


The outer boom was. there 
purely as a "safety mea¬ 
sure." he said and only a 
"very fine sheen of oil" could 
be seen escaping from the 
inner boom stretched for 
some'350 feet at between 10 
and 40 feet from the shore. 

'The official, Doug Rodway, 
of P.E.P. (the Provincial 
Emergency Program) said he 
was not in a position to com¬ 
ment on whether the oil spill 
posed any danger to fish and 
wildlife. 

But he noted a federal fish¬ 
eries official from Nanaimo 
had cofne to investigate Mon¬ 
day. 

A valve failure while oil 
was being transferred from 


the plant’s m€ur\ storage tank 
to a day storage tank was 
responsible for the overflow 
which lasted for about an 
hour. -r* 4 

Rodway said the company 
\vas doing everything It could 
to mop up the spill. 

A couple of large boats and 
a handful of smaller beats 
were being used. 

He said some of the men 
were hired especially from 
Canada Manpower for the job. 

The bunker oil which when 
heated flows easily, turns to 
thick tv on contact with the 
cool water. 

"It’s ju 8 t<llke putting a can 
of syrup in your refriger¬ 
ator," Rodway said.

For immigrant family, bleak Yule loonis 


Canada has always been a 
popular new home for im¬ 
migrants but the paradise ad¬ 
vertised in the brochures 
sometiiUes dissolves in the 
hard realities of making a 
new life in a strange and 
often hostile land. 

That’s the way It worked 
for Joe Kamienski and his 
family of five, who came to 
Victoria last summer from 
Austria. 

The name of the family has 
been changed (at their re¬ 
quest) to spare them embar¬ 
rassment, but their story has 
been told a thousand times by 
new immigrants. 

Life had always been heud 
for Joe. 

Austria was not his real 


home, but during the terror 
we now call the Second World 
War, he and his parents were 
forced out of Poland by the 
Nazis and sent to a slave 
labor camp in Austria. 

. When the war ended, Joe 
went to work as a machinist 
In a factory where he met the 
woman he would later marry. 

They had a spartan but 
happy life together, raising 
four children, (three girls and 
one boy) and even building 
their meagre savings to the 
point where they bought a 
small house. 

But about two years ago, 
another disaster hit the Ka- 
mienskis. 

Joe was laid off from the 
machine shop and there

wasn’t much full-time work 
available for a 55-year-old 
man. • 

His wife, who had worked 
about 55 hours a week in a 
small sweatshop textile mill, 
had become ill from the dyes 
where she worked and she 
was forced to quit, leaving 
family finances in a sham¬ 
bles. 

Last summer, after selling 
their house, they left for Mon¬ 
treal, but language difficulties 


there and the promises of the 
"lotus land west of the Rock- 
ies^,’* led the family to Vic¬ 
toria. 

They hdve been looking for 
work since August without 
success and the money from 
the sale of their house is all 
gone. 

The Christmas this family 
faces is worse than bleak — 
part-time jobs and some so¬ 
cial assistance m^an the Ka- 
mienslds won’t starve but 
their (^stmas feast will con¬ 
sist of potatoes and canned 
meat, if there’s any left. 

Ip a recent interview, Joe 
said Christmas isn’t impor¬ 
tant for himself and his wife, 
but for their two young chil¬ 
dren (aged eight and'U) the

tions—such as ICBC—if the 
province signs an agreement 
with the federal government. 

The ' provinces all have 
eTtfM^sed general support for 
the program but most, includ¬ 
ing B.C., have refrained from 
signing an agreement with Ot¬ 
tawa until they see the regu¬ 
lations — expected to be 
issued Thursday—which will 
set details of how the pro¬ 
gram is to be applied. 

In such an agreement, the 
provinces have an option of 
turning control of matters 
under provincial jurisdiction- 
such as wage increases for 
provincial and municipal em¬ 
ployees—over to the federal 
board or enforcing the federal 
guides themselves. 

Johnstone said the mat¬ 
ter of prices charged by gov¬ 
ernment agencies and crown 
corporations is less clear. 
Whether the provincial gov¬ 
ernment or the anti-inflation 
board enforced the guides on 
those cenporatiems would be a 
matter for negotiation in 
drawing up a federal-provin¬ 
cial agreement, he said, ad¬ 
ding that the agreements may 
vary from province to prov¬ 
ince. 

The federal guides general- 




ly limjit price increases to the 
arriount needed to cover addi¬ 
tional (derating costs. 

Under the B.C. New Demo¬ 
cratic Party government— 
which was defeated last week 
— IC?BC had been operating 
' at a deficit and was being 
subsidized from general reve¬ 
nue. ICBC had been planning 
rate increases but had held 
off pending policy changes by 
the newly elected Social Cred¬ 
it government. 

Finance Minister Donald 
Macdonald said after a fe¬ 
deral - ptovlhcial conference 
last month that the issue of 
subsidized operations was dis¬ 
cussed. It was generally 
agreed that such government 
agencies should not increase 
prices to reduce the subsidy 
from general provincial reve¬ 
nues.

The lots adjoining the. recently-acquired 
Anderson Hill Paiic were originally regarded 
as an outright gift from Elkington but Mayor 
Brian Smith confirmed Monday that Elking¬

R. Jones who sold the 5.2 acre Anderson Hill 
Park to the municipality ecuiier in the year 
for $350,000, told the meeting Monday that the 
bylaw put private interest ahead of public 
interest. 

He furtiier argued that council does not 
have the power to enter into an agreement 
with private individuals involving the trading 
of public lahds.

That’s how Owen AUin 
sums up 10 yeiurt of frustra¬ 
tion. delay and lack of action 
by the Family Court in Vic¬ 
toria. 

In toe lOH years since Mrs. 
Allin’s divorce she has re¬ 
ceived a total of $9,062 frcmi 
her husband, whom she es¬ 
timates is now earning about 
$1,800 a month. 

“He has bragged to toe 
boys (her two sons Greg and 
Jamie) that he has a five- 
figure bank account, an inher¬ 
itance of $10,000 from his

grandmother and a Volvo 
oar,” said Mrs. AUin. 

“We live with my 75-year- 
old father who helps us out 
with his old-age pension and 
his caipenters pension. 

She said she was divorced 
April 2, 1964. and 15 months 
later won an award of $20 per 
chUd through toe family 
court. 

‘^Ihe amounts were small 
because he had debts and 
could not afford more,” said 
Mrs. .^in. “The debts which 
were listed in court consisted 
of a new car, and a new twin- 
engine boat and trailer. 

“It was apparently more 
important that he keep up his 
payments on those than look 
after his two small children. 

Mrs. Allln, who h^s a heart 


condition from a bout of rheu¬ 
matic fever ’in 1969, has' 
worked over the years, but 
has only been able to gain 
low-paying jobs. 

Over toe past three years 
she has received $1,200 a 
year, although this amount 
will drop to $1,000 next year 
and all payments will stop in 
October when her second son 
reaches toe age of 18. 

“I don’t get anything foe 
my oldest son now — althoug^i 
he is totally dependent on me 
—because he is over 18,” she 
said. 

"I really regard the Family 
Oxirt as a waste of my time 
and of toe ' taxpayers’ 
money,” Mrs. Allin said. 

“It seems that if a fellow is 


prepared to defy an order, 
nothing is done to enforce it. 

"No one seems to care 
about toe Uves involved. The 
attitude seems to be that if 
you don’t want to live with a 
fellow, you—and the children 
-J- deserve to suffer. 

“I really felt like a beggar 
every time I went to court 
looktog for help.” 

And the continual fight 
through too court takes its. toll 
at work. 

“You can’t hold a job and 
keep taking time off for court 
appearances, and what is 
more ypu can’t live with the 
lost wages, but this is precise¬ 
ly what you are expected to 
do.” 

Mrs. Allin said that at one 


period from May 1974 for 
eight months she took <nie af¬ 
ternoon a week off wcH'k while 
waiting word on an order for 
$110 per child, which was to 
go through the Manitoba court 
for enforcement. 

“I would sit there tor two- 
hours, waiting for my case to 
be called, and then go in to be 
told that there waa still no 
word from Manitoba,” she 
said. 

■’I finally had to ask them 
not to call me again unless 
there was word from Win¬ 
nipeg — I just couldn’t afford 
to go.” 

The OTdcr was finally ac- 
knowtedged in Januaiy, 1975, 
but because of a technicality 


toe decision was madq in Win¬ 
nipeg not to enforce it. 

In April, 1975, Mrs. Allin 
again appeared in Family 
Cvourt asldng tor an order. 

At that time her annual in 
eome was $8,07D in wages, 
$480 family allowance, and 
$1,200 from her husband. 

She declared then that to 
toe beet of her knowledge Wf 
income was $16,500 a year. 

“The boys’ maintenance 
takes 66 per cent of my wages 

9 per cent of his,” she said. 

She was awarded $150 per 
child, but her husband ap¬ 
peared in court in September 
to appeal that decision. 

"T^t hearing was In Win¬ 
nipeg, and I heard two weeks 
ago that he will pay ,pnjy for 


one boy, because toe other is 
more than 18, and I will be 
getting only $100 a month for 
the other uptil he is 18.” 

Mrs. Allin is tired and in 
need but reluctant to go fur¬ 
ther. 

“I don’t know whether It’s 
worth while to appeal and try 
to get more help for the boys. 

“I’ve been fighting all these 
years, and all the time we’ve 
stayed poor, and no one, it 
seems, H'ill holp. 

"Cixirt appearances don’t 
really seem to help, although 
on a point of principle I still 
think toe boys deserve their 
father’s support. 

“What should I ought to do 
next?”
